again as a New Year's greeting— 
this time to Girl Scouts of the Cov- 
ered Bridge Council.

THE SOUND OF MUSIC 


Covered Bridge has had the good 
fortune and honor of arranging to 
have with us on April 9, 1963, Janet 
Tobitt of Ditty Bag, Promenade 
All, and Program in Girl Scout 
Camping fame.

NEW PLAN FOR REGISTRATION 


Along with the “new look” in reg- 
istration forms, we have taken a long 
look at registration procedures and, 
with the help of the national Girl 
Scout office, have decided on a new 
and better way of troop registra- 
tions. At its first meeting, the Cov- 
ered Bridge Board of Directors au- 
thorized the institution of the ‘“Dis- 
trict Plan” for troop registrations. 
The request was made of the depart- 
ment of the National Office which 
handles registrations. We have now 
received all the necessary helps and 
information in our council office; 
and beginning April 1, we will go 
to the District Plan. 

What is this plan? Very simply, 


There are a number of troops 
who still have money out for 
Girl Scout Calendars. Please 
bring or mail this amount to 
the office as soon as possible. 
We would like to close this ac- 


count. 


it calls for all troops within a district 
to register the same month. There 
are many advantages in this plan to 
everyone concerned with registra- 
tion: it stabilizes the work load of 
the registrar and clerical staff, 
spreading it over several months 
and getting away from the “heavy 
months" as is now the case, and 
makes for greater efficiency in proc- 
essing registrations. The efforts of 
all adults in the district to get all the 
troops registered will be a once-a- 
year job, concentrated into one 
month instead of spread out through- 
out the year. Councils which have 
this plan in operation tell us that it 
cuts down considerably on late and 
lapsed troops, thereby decreasing 
the amount of energy spent by the 
neighborhood chairman and troop 
organizers in follow-up. It will make 
for greater ease for the girls in mov- 
ing from one level to the next; all 
girls within the district will have 
the same registration date. 

This then is our plan. Districts 
will register in the following 
months: District A - March; Dis- 
trict B - February; District C - Oc- 
tober; District D - May; District E - 
April; District F - April; District 
G - December; District H - Novem- 
ber. If your registration month re- 
mains as it has been—you have no 
worries. If the date is extended 1 
to 3 months, your troop will be car- 
ried until the new date without 
charge. If the date is extended 4 to 
6 months, each person will pay 504 
registration to carry her until the 
new District date, then re-register 
as usual for $1.00. ‘If the present ex- 
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piration date must be extended 7 
months or more, each person pays 
$1.00 registration on current regis- 
tration date to keep the registration 
continuous. This pertains to the first 
year only. It will take us exactly 
one year to get every troop in the 
district in the proper groove. New 
girls joining an existing troop should 
be registered as additions until the 
District re-registration date. 


New troops will register as usual 
when they are organized. If the 
date they register is 1 to 6 months 
before their District registration 
date, each girl pays $1.00 as usual. 


Neighborhood chairmen, troop 
organizers, troop consultants, lead- 
ers, troop committee members — all 
active adults except board members 
— will register with the district in 
which they serve. All board mem- 
bers will register in the month of 
May. 


Does it sound complicated? It 
really isn’t — just be calm and do 
nothing until your registration no- 
tice arrives in your mail box. With 
it will be instructions telling you ex- 
actly what your troop must do — 
that is, pay partial dues or full dues. 
And then if you need help, call on 
your Neighborhood Service Team. 


Good luck — happy registrations 
— and, above all, remain calm! 


IT'S TIME 


Time for what? Time for all of us 
to think about the Program Change 
and at what troop level we will be 
next year. It will be up to you as a 
leader to decide which age level you 
like best: Brownie (2nd & 3rd 
grade), Junior (4th, 5th, and 6th 
grade), Cadette (7th, 8th & 9th 
grade), Senior (10th, llth & 12th 
grade). It is recommended that you 
stay with the age level you enjoy 
most, and that the various aged girls 
move through the troop. 


Let's sound out the old argument 
that you have to go through Scout- 
ing all the way with your daughter 
and her troop. Unless your daughter 
is very unusual it is better for her 
to have other leaders too. There are 
times when the very fact that YOU 
are your daughter's leader will not 
permit her to grow in the abilities 
she possesses or in her independence 
as she should. As pointed up in the 
study made by the University of 
Michigan, leaders—like school teach- 
ers—often prefer a particular age 
group: junior high, primary, etc. 
Do you feel it would be advantageous 
to your daughter to go through her 
entire school career with the same 
teacher? Through a girl's associa- 
tion with many adults, both school 
and in other activities, she is better 
able to broaden her outlook and in- 
terests. She is better able to accept 
people for what they are—not what 
she wishes them to be.

Roundup 1965 is not as far away 
as it sounds! Procedures and activi- 
ties which will lead to an orderly 
preparation for this important event 
are now being planned. The Person- 
nel Committee is working on build- 
ing a selections committee, the Fi- 
nance Committee is giving thought 
to how much help the Council will 
be able to give the girls, and an 
overall Roundup Coordinator is be- 
ing recruited. 


The 1965 Roundup will be held at 
the Farragut Wildlife Management 
Area, Idaho, July 17-26. The number 
of Seniors Covered Bridge Council 
will be allowed to send will be de- 
cided on the basis of the number of 
Senior Scouts registered on Decem- 
ber 31, 1963. Based on our latest 
Senior count of 290, we may be eli- 
gible to send as many as three 
patrols (24 girls).

At the 
other end, a girl who graduates 
from a Senior troop (by graduating 
from high school) immediately prior 
to Roundup time is eligible.

. .. be endorsed by her troop ad- 
viser and troop members. 

. .. have ability and skills to (1) 
participate as a member of a patrol 
and a troop in camp living, in pro- 
gram planning, and in hostessing;

For this reason 
Senior leaders should encourage 
their girls who are interested in 
Roundup and who have not had ex- 
perience in a primitive unit at a 
Girl Scout camp to attend Na Wa 
Kwa this summer. Camperships will 
be available to help any senior who 
needs financial aid.) 


. . . be able to share knowledge 
and skills. 


. . . be willing to participate in 
patrol and troop pre-Roundup train- 
ing as planned in the Council. 

Senior leaders will be kept in- 
formed as plans and procedures are 
formalized for selection, application, 
and training. These will come 
through the Spanner, announce- 
ments at neighborhood meetings, 
and special mailings. 

Adults interested in applying for 
staff positions at Roundup should so 
inform the office. They will be put 
on the mailing list and kept informed 
as to how to proceed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Do you still have some questions 
relating to the adjustments during 
this transition period of the Program 
Change? Dig up your copy of the 
Leader magazine, May, 1963, and 
look up “Tips on Transition”—most 
of your questions will be answered. 


Q. Can a girl wear the Second 
Class badge on her badge sash 
if she earned it as an Intermedi- 
ate Girl Scout? 


A. Yes. All insignia for previous 
achievement may continue to be 
worn even though they are not 
retained in Program Change. 
This question applies only to 
girls 11 years old or older who 
had achieved Second Class. 
Since the 11-year-old is now in 
her last year as a Junior Girl 
Scout, she will have time to 
complete only one Sign before 
she becomes a Cadette. She will 
therefore wear her Second Class 
in the space on the badge sash 
assigned to either the Sign or the 
Arrow or Star. A current Cad- 
ette Girl Scout will never earn 
the Junior Signs and can there- 
fore place her Second Class in 
either spot. 


Q. May a Senior Girl Scout wear 
the Five Point Pin on her uni- 
form? 


A. A girl may continue to wear 
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insignia already earned. Seniors 
now wear the same membership 
pin worn by Juniors, Cadettes, 
and adults. The Five Point Pin 
may be worn to the right or left 
of the membership pin. 


What about wearing dises be- 
hind stars which represent years 
of membership prior to Septem- 
ber 1963? 


Refer to your December 1963 
Leader magazine. A short inter- 
pretation on this is given in the 
“Bulletin Board” section. 


How can we know which badges 
belong in the categories referred 
to in the Junior Signs and 
Cadette First Class? 


Proficiency badges in both the 
Junior and Cadette Girl Scout 
Handbooks are purposely listed 
in alphabetical order so that they 
will not be organized into rigid 
categories. The stated purpose 
of each badge gives an indica- 
tion of the experiences possible 
in that badge, and the overall 
aim is to offer each girl a balance 
of opportunities. For example, 
many people would, at first 
glance, consider the Junior Toy- 
maker badge an arts activity. 
However, it bears less of a re- 
lationship to the arts than to 
other activities. Depending on 
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the materials used and the em- 
phasis given the activities, a girl 
might learn a great deal about 
construction, sewing, safety, 
child care, and so on. One 
Cadette might choose the Out- 
door Safety badge to help her 
gain a greater understanding of 
the out-of-doors while another 
girl might choose this same 
badge to help her gain under- 
standing to health and safety. 
Please refer any other questions 
to your neighborhood chairman or 
district adviser. 


SENIOR PLANNING BOARD MEETS 


The January meeting of the 
Senior Planning Board was held in 
Terre Haute at the Central Presby- 
terian Church. Each Senior troop in 
the council is entitled to send two 
delegates to the Planning Board 
meetings. Currently plans are tak- 
ing shape for a Senior Conference to 
be held in the spring. All Senior 
Scouts within Covered Bridge will 
be urged to attend along with Senior 
Scout representatives from various 
councils within the region. Senior 
troops will act as committees for 
various jobs under the direction of 
the Planning Board. Work will all 
be carried out by the girls them- 
selves, giving them a chance to plan, 
organize, and later evaluate what 
they have accomplished. 

Officers elected by the delegates 
are Miss Sara Shade, Kansas, presi- 
dent; Miss Ann Lindeman, Terre 
Haute, vice-president; and Miss 
Carol Manbeck Charleston, secre- 
tary.

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SERVES THE FUTURE 


This is the time of year when girls 
should begin to save money (if they 
have not already) for their camp fees 
next summer. One good way of do- 
ing this is through the camp savings 
stamp plan. Available to leaders in 
the office are the camp stamp fold- 
ers, and a supply of camp stamps in 
5, 10 and 25¢ denominations. For the 
present time there is no charge for 
these to the leader. 


If a troop, or part of a troop, is 
interested in saving money for camp 
in this manner, the mechanics of 
purchasing stamps, the banking of 
the money, the returning of the 
money to the girls, etc., should be 
well worked out before the leader 
picks up the folders and stamps. 
While this becomes an individual 
matter for each troop, the leader 
must retain full responsibility for 
this money; and it must, of course, 
be accounted for down to the very 
last penny. Some suggestions for 
putting the plan into operation in 
the troop would be: 


_ I. Discuss the plan with the girls 
in the troop. If several are interest- 
ed, pick up or write for a supply of 
folders and stamps at the office. 
(When writing, specify which de- 
mination stamp (s) you want.) 

2. Select a certain time for the 
sale of stamps at troop meeting (once 
a month? twice a month? every 
meeting?). 

3. At the specified time, let a troop 
member sell the stamps to the in- 
dividual girls and see that they are 
pasted in the girls' folders. At the 
same time an adult should enter in 
a notebook kept for that purpose the 
girl's name, the date, and the amount 
purchased. This gives a double 
check on the accuracy of the records. 


4. The money, folders, notebook, 
and extra stamps are turned over 
to the troop leader or her assistant. 
It is suggested that since this par- 
ticular fund should grow to good 
size, the money should be banked. 


9. When it is time to register for 
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camp, the leader withdraws the 
money from the bank, gives each 
girl the amount she has saved, and 
destroys the camp stamp folder 
which has just been redeemed. In 
the case of Brownies, or young Jun- 
iors, it might be advisable to give 
the money to the girl and her mother 
together. 

The important thing to remember 
is that each stamp means actual cash 
to the girl. Whoever takes this re- 
sponsibility for this project in the 
troop must be willing to see that 
stamps, folders, and money are kept 
in a safe place and accurate records 
maintained.

WHO GOES TO MACY?

A third of the students were 
housewives; almost a third were 
Girl Scout professional workers; the 
rest were in business, education, or 
health services, or were students.

AN IMAGE OF GIRL SCOUTING 
by Jack Hank, Manager, 


Public Relations, Lions International 
(reprinted from The Newsletter, a 
professional publication of Girl 
Scouts of the U.S.A.) 


One of America’s most depressing 
and serious domestic problems is its 
increasing rate of juvenile delin- 
quency. The problem has as many 
causes as symptoms. Two causes, 
however, can be singled out, both 
of which the Girl Scout movement 
works to eliminate. 


First, delinquents frequently come 
from unhealthy psychological en- 
vironments. Such environments are 
not to be equated with poverty, as 
evinced by the legion of problem 
youths reared in wealthy homes. 
Second, the juvenile delinquent 
generally has had little or no adult 
guidance. The youth is off course 
and without a navigator. 


This country owes much to the 
Girl Scouts, not only as a service or- 
ganization materially enhancing 
thousands of communities, but also 
as a character-building group, guid- 
ing young girls through the difficult 
years of adolescence. Youth organi- 
zations such as the Girl Scouts 
quietly do an enormous job for 
young people who, without proper 
guidance, might tumble into juvenile 
delinquency. 


Before I began to work closely 
with the Girl Scout organization as 
Public Relations Manager for Lions 
International, my thoughts regarding 
the creative importance of the Girl 
Scout movement were vague. After 
talking with Girl Scout volunteers 
and professional workers, I came to 
realize how such guidance and moral 
instruction are given girls at an im- 
pressionable age through their 
Girl Scout activities. 


In my opinion, it is this guidance 
and direction that shine as the Girl 
Scout movement’s brightest contri- 
bution to our society. As educators, 
Girl Scout adults are building for 
the future by giving to the present. 
Girl Scout supplementation of 
school, church, and parental direc- 
tion strengthens the girl on the right 
path and, hopefully, deters the one 
headed for delinquency. 


There are certain areas in which 
the Girl Scout movement is singular- 
ly well qualified to help girls. The 
program offers girls opportunities to 
learn to appreciate nature, to be re- 


sponsible and loyal human beings; 
they are given a glimpse of what is 
expected of them as mature women. 


Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. deserves 
the wholesome, fresh image the 
name evokes in the public’s mind. 
I believe the qualities of the move- 
ment and those in it are primarily 
responsible for this image. 


In recent years much has been 
written and said regarding an or- 
ganization’s or corporation’s public 
image, that often misty picture a 
public relations department is as- 
signed to project. But that depart- 
ment cannot fabricate a counterfeit 
image. An image is simply the re- 
flection of an organization, its people, 
and its accomplishments. 


Public relations, good or bad, do 
not come solely from a designated 
department. All those connected 
with an organization contribute. 
Each member of the Girl Scout 
movement can do much through her 
actions as a person and her work as 
a Girl Scout adult, to enhance the 
public relations of the Girl Scouts. 


Because of the intrinsic worth of 
the movement, Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. enjoys an image which I do 
not feel should be altered. However, 
it may be possible for the image to 
be more widely seen. 


In June, President Kennedy, in re- 
porting the vast need for volunteer 
workers in the United States, pointed 
out that the efforts of volunteer 
workers today are worth billions of 
dollars annually. The work done by 
Girl Scout adults, the selfless hours 
spent in making help and guidance 
available to girls, does immeasurable 
good which cannot be reckoned in 
dollars. 


This is why so many Lions clubs 
throughout the United States have 
chosen to support, with time and 
money, the valuable work done with 
Girl Scout troops. In many respects, 
Lions International is aiming at the 
same goals as the Girl Scout move- 
ment—Lions are proud of their 
motto, “We Serve.” The two organi- 
zations are sure to find themselves 
working more and more closely to- 
gether in the forthcoming years.

Some 2,211 Brownie, Junior, Ca- 
dette and Senior Scouts in Covered 
Bridge took advantage of either day 
or resident camp this past camping 
season.

DAY CAMPS 


A highly successful day camp 
operation was carried out in Cover- 
ed Bridge Council during the sum- 
mer of 1964. A total of 18 day 
camps, each of 5 days’ duration, 
was held with a total registration 
of 1,714 Girl Scout campers. (This 
does not include staff children who 
are not Girl Scouts, non-Girl Scout 
campers or Program Aides.) This 
figure represents an increase of more 
than 37% over the 1963 day camp 
enrollment. 


The directors and assistant direct- 
ors of the Covered Bridge day camps 
deserve much praise — theirs is not 
an easy job. They must recruit staff, 
arrange all details before the camp 
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opens, administer the total opera- 
tion, write reports, build budgets 
and submit bills. This they all do 
with enthusiasm and look forward 
to next year's camp. Covered Bridge 
is lucky to have them.

GIRL SCOUT EMERGENCY 
PREPAREDNESS 

Girl Scouting, through its activi- 
ties, helps girls to be prepared to 
take personal and group responsi- 
bility and encourages resourceful- 
ness and the inner security that 
comes with the knowledge and the 
known ability to function in an 
emergency. This ability to cope with 
the unexpected and the unusual is 
a strength which Girl Scouting can 
be expected to give to its girl mem- 
bers. 

In Alaska after the earthquake a 
girl wrote: “My Girl Scout experi- 
ence helped me keep calm and be 
useful.” Other Girl Scouts caught in 
the same emergency expressed simi- 
lar thoughts, using words such as 
"keeping my patience," “keeping 
myself busy," "getting along with 
neighbors,” “helped me think of 
others,” “ready to help others,” “lis- 
ten to instructions,” “confidence in 
myself,” “keep my head,” “to be 
considerate,” “not run around pan- 
icking,” and adapting to new type 
of living.” From first aid courses, 
Cadette preparation for Challenges, 
camp, and Girl Scout meetings, for 
example, these girls knew how to, 
and did, purify water; melt snow and 
drain furnaces for water, sanitize 
dishes; make small children happy; 
cook on camp stoves, in barbeque 
pits, and on buddy burners; band- 
age cuts; set up latrines; cut and 
gather firewood and make fires; use 
candles safely for light; sleep in 
sleeping bags; quickly select emer- 
gency clothing and supplies for 
evacuation; do housework cheer- 
fully to put homes back in order; 
and use transistor radios for news. 
One gir] summed it up: “I was able 
to help myself as well as my family. 
I am proud to be a Girl Scout.” 

In another state, after a flood, an 
American Red Cross registered 
nurse said that the work of the Girl 
Scouts was truly impressive and 
that "they helped to insure the 
health and safety of many people." 


Girl Scout Program Resources 
for Emergency Preparedness 

In the Handbooks are many ac- 
tivities which girls are already do- 
ing which can be of use in emergen- 
cies. Brownies are helped to do 
things for themselves, including tak- 
ing care of their own dressing, and 
working and playing safely. There 
are many badges which give girls 
skills and knowledge, useful in 
preparation for emergencies, such as: 
Community Safety, Home Health 
and Safety, Backyard Camper, 
Storyteller, Outdoor Cook, in Junior 


Girl Scouting and Family Camper, 
Child Care, Outdoor Safety, First 
Aid, Games Leader, Handy Woman, 
and Home Nurse in Cadette Girl 
Scouting. In addition, of course, is 
the preparation for the Challenges 
in the Cadette age level, especially 
the Challenge of Emergency Pre- 
paredness. 

In Senior Girl Scouting many ap- 
propriate activities could be trans- 
ferred to emergency situations such 
as communications ones in the Mari- 
ner and Wing groups, and the many 
projects in health, safety. communi- 
ty, homemaking, etc. Senior Girl 
Scout Service Aide training and ex- 
perience, particularly in Child Care 
Aide, Hospital Aide, Laboratory 
Aide, Office Aide, Teacher Aide are 
excellent preparation for  emer- 
gencies. Both Senior and Cadette 
Girl Scouts can be trained by the 
Girl Scout council Girl Scout Emer- 
gency Squads (p. 227, Senior Girl 
Scout Handbook). Girls could 
search their own Handbooks to 
make a more inclusive list. 

In addition to material in the 
Handbooks, it might be helpful to 
review and display articles from the 
Leader and American Girl which 
give accounts of activities appropri- 
ate for girls of Girl Scout Age. 
Girl Participation in Local 
Emergency Preparedness Efforts 

In some cases, a council may be 
asked to have girls take adult Civil 
Defense courses designed to prepare 
men and women in the community 
for their adult responsibilities. It is 
important to know whether or not 
girls of 17 years and under would be 
eligible by age and experience for the 
adult positions for which these 
courses are given. Girl Scout adults 
need to know the total content of 
the courses being offered so that they 
may judge the suitability for girls of 
17 years and under. The total course 
content should be appropriate for 
girls of 17 years or less. Should some 
of the course content have to be 
diluted, modified or curtailed be- 
cause girls are taking the course, 
it would limit the course for the 
adults for whom it was designed. If 
the course content is not appropri- 
ate for girls, or if the responsibility 
is not appropriate for girls there 
may be parts of the job which girls, 
because of their Girl Scout train- 
ing and experience, could do to help 
the adults carry their role. Other 
emergency preparation courses may 
be available locally, such as Ameri- 
can Red Cross water safety, first 
aid or home nursing, in which girls 
in Scouting could more appropriate- 
ly receive training.

BROWNIES LOVE COOKIES TOO 


At its January meeting, the 
Covered Bridge Board of Directors 
approved a slight change in the 
policy regarding Brownies and pro- 
juct sales. The policy has been re- 


making 


laxed to the extent that Brownies 
may participate in a product sale, 
but as a group project only. This 
may be done only one time a year, 
and then only after having been ap- 
proved by the Neighborhood Chair- 
man. There must be an adult pre- 
sent at all times, and the Brownies 
are in no case to handle the money. 
Thus it would be possible for a 
Brownie troop to have a booth at a 
school or church carnival and sell 
cookies or calendars. It would not 
be permissible for a Brownie troop 
to order cookies or calendars and 
"take one home to Mother" because 
this would entail Brownies handling 
the money. 


With respect to the coming Cookie 
Sale, if a Brownie troop has an op- 
portunity to have a cookie booth, it 
must first clear with the Neighbor- 
hood Chairman (who has troop 
order forms for this circumstance), 
getting her signature on the order. 
Then it must decide how many 
cookies it can sell, remembering that 
no cookies may be returned. The 
actual selling in the booth must take 
place between March 26 and April 
3, with the money and report forms 
flowing to the Neighborhood Cookie 
Chairman at the proper times. 


The Board- reviewed- and -subse- 
quently relaxed this policy at the 
request of Troop Leaders. It feels 
very strongly, however, about hav- 
ing troops live within the spirit of 
this policy as well as the letter.

Just one year ago, Cadette Troop

PROMISE IN ACTION PROJECT 


Many troops throughout Covered 
Bridge Council are going to be for- 
tunate, indeed, in the next few 
months.

The 
deadline for having them re- 
ceive first consideration from 
the Campership Selections 
Committee is April 1. They 
must be in the office by that 
date. 


This year, in an attempt to 
have the Campership Fund 
help more girls, the Selections 
Committee plans to award very 
few full camperships, and 
more partial ones. Troop lead- 
ers who have girls for whom 
they wish to apply will want to 
talk to these girls about this 
so that they can begin to earn 
a part of their own expenses 
now.

BROWNIES LOVE COOKIES TOO 


At its January meeting, the 
Covered Bridge Board of Directors 
approved a slight change in the 
policy regarding Brownies and pro- 
duct sales. The policy has been re- 


laxed to the extent that Brownies 
may participate in a product sale, 
but as a group project only. This 
may be done only one time a year, 
and then only after having been ap- 
proved by the Neighborhood Chair- 
man. There must be an adult pre- 
sent at all times, and the Brownies 
are in no case to handle the money. 
Thus it would be possible for a 
Brownie troop to have a booth at a 
school or church carnival and sell 
cookies or calendars. It would not 
be permissible for a Brownie troop 
to order cookies or calendars and 
“take one home to Mother” because 
this would entail Brownies handling 
the money. 


With respect to the coming Cookie 
Sale, if a Brownie troop has an op- 
portunity to have a cookie booth, it 
must first clear with the Neighbor- 
hood Chairman (who has troop 
order forms for this circumstance), 
getting her signature on the order. 
Then it must decide how many 
cookies it can sell, remembering that 
no cookies may be returned. The 
actual selling in the booth must take 
place between March 26 and April 
3, with the money and report forms 
flowing to the Neighborhood Cookie 
Chairman at the proper times. 


'The—-Board reviewed -and- subse- 
quently relaxed this policy at the 
request of Troop Leaders. It feels 
very strongly, however, about hav- 
ing troops live within the spirit of 
this policy as well as the letter.

WORLD GAMES 
Korea-Token Giving 
A token, such as a stone, or coin 
is needed. Two leaders are chosen 
and they choose sides. The 2 lines 
of players stand facing each other 
about 3-5 ft. apart. The leader 
of one team takes the token and 
goes down the line of his players, 
each of whom holds his hands out in 
front of her, ready to receive the 
token.

Start sanding with a 
coarse piece of sandpaper and 
finish with a fine piece. Use a rag 
to rub strong coffee on the stick. 
This will stain it light brown. 
Finish by applying a coat of wax & 
when dry, rub the stick with a soft 
cloth.

Try-It 


Rain Gauge - This can be as simple 
as a No. 10 can or coffee can. 
Whatever you use must have top & 
bottom the same diameter. 

Measure rainfall daily with a ruler. 
Empty can after each measurement. 


Belts-Many attractive belts can 

be made from wood. Each piece 
should be sawed to about X" thick- 
ness. They can be whittled square, 
round, rectangular, or oval shapes. 
If group is more advanced they may 
carve relief designs on wood or 
whittle the pieces into leaf 
patterns. As thegirls work on their 
belts they learn much about the 
grain, texture, etc. of different 
woods. Each piece should be sand- 
Papered until velvety smooth. Floor 
wax is worked into the surface. Let 
dry & piece is polished. Repeat 
this process several times. 
Finally, 4 holes are drilled in 
each piece & thin leather thongs 
threaded through them. A buckle 
may be carved or the belt can be 
fastened with leather thongings. 


Insect home-a very simple tempor- 
ary home for any insect can be 
madefrom 2 squares of cardboard 
and anumber of straight pins. Cut 
thepieces of cardboard to the size 
desired. Stick the pins through 
the cardboard all around the edges 
of one of the pieces. When you 
havecaught the insect, place it on 
the cardboard surrounded by the 
pins and put the other piece on 
top of the pins and push the card- 
boards together. This makes an 
airy house & protects the insect 
from being hurt as it is carried 
home. If you are not sure of an 
insect's living habits, never 

keep it in captivity longer than 
24 hrs.

Ticks - These are dangerous because 
they often carry a serious disease. 
If a tick has fastened on you, don't 
pull it off-the head may break off 
and stay under your skin. This could 
cause infection. Cover the tick with 
grease or oil-it will let go. Wash 
the area with soap & water & then 
burn the tick. 

The scout hand axe 
an axe to be used in the hand-not 
2 hands. If the wood you are trying 
to cut is so big you need 2 hands tc 
swing your hand axe, then it is too 
big for that kind of axe. You need 
a saw or a bigger axe, OR your axe 
needs sharpening. 

Emergency heat-fill metal canteen 
with hot water or pour heated salt 
or sand into a bag. Wrap in a pro- 
tective covering and use as a sub- 
stitute hot water bottle.

GUIDELINES TO FUL 


"The Little People" ------ A stunt that any age group will enjoy and that's 
laugh-making to watch. Take an old sheet, and run a curtain rod or pole 
through the hem. Cut 2 holes just large enough for a head to go through. 
Draw 2 small bodies under the heads, and draw a table under them. Cut 2 
holes where each set of hands would be. The 2 who are doing the stunt put 
their heads and hands through the proper holes, and then sing, or ask each 
other riddles, or use any type of dialogue that fits the occasion. 


MUSICAL GAMES 

Musical Alphabet: Each member in 
turn names a song títle alphabet- 
ically, such as "Always", "Bye,Bye, 
Blues", and so on. The person stay- 
ing in the game the longest is the 
winner. 

Musical Mixup: Select names of about 
20 musical instruments such as ac- 
cordion, trumpet, etc. Mix up the 
spelling like this: radniocac, 
ptruemt,etc. Give out paper and 
pencils for contestants to unscramr 
ble the instruments. 

Song Guess: Provide newspaper and 
pins; let each patrol dress one of 
its members to represent a song 
title. Everyone tries to guess the 
title each represents. 


RHYTHM AND KITCHEN BANDS 
Tambourines may be made by attaching 
bottle tops in pairs around the rin 
of a paper plate; cymbals, nail 2 
tin can lids to the ends of a 2" 
dowel, making holes loose enough so 
that the tins will hit each other 
when on of them is struck; cover a 
tin can with a piece of cloth or 
leather for a drum; bottles and 
glasses filled in varying degrees 
with water may actually be tuned; 

a fork suspended by a string tied 
to a stick and hit by another fork 
gives a sound like a triangle; a 
crock struck by a wood ruler will 
sound like a xylophone; saucers 
tapped on the edge with a wooden 
pencil will have a bell-like tone; 
bunch of keys sound like sleigh 
bells; oatmeal box with a few beans 
inside will produce a fine rattle. 
Working out all parts and putting 
on a concert makes a good program. 


SELF-TESTING ACTIVITY 

"Thread the Needle". Girls clasp 
hands together in front of body. 
Bend over and step through clasped 
hands first with one foot and then 
the other. Stand upright with hands 
behind you. Reverse activity and 


stand upright again. 


ROCKHOUNDING 

If you are a real down-to-earth 
lover, one who likes to get off the 
main drag and onto the little by- 
ways where you can see things that 


you've never seen before, take up 
rockhounding as a hobby. Yop'11 
wade in little creeks far back in 
the woods, you'll dig in railroad 
cuts and ask permission to paw 
through the dump piles of working 
and non-working quarries. You'll 
find beauty that you never knew 
existed and you'll build a collect- 
ion you will be proud to show off 
without harming a living creature 
to do it. Pick out a stream bed 
and take a pan. Dig out some of 
the gravel, sand, or soil right off 
the bedrock. Fill the pan with 
water and start swirling the con~ 
tents with a circular movement. 
Now-best wishes for "good hunting." 
Study one of your rocks. Try to 
decide how you would divide it into 
painted and unpainted areas. Tear 
some strips of masking tape and 
press them onto the rock, covering 
areas which will be kept unpainted. 
Paint each exposed section with a 
different color. Select colors to 
enhance the natural rock colors. 
That's the purpose: to make the 
natural rock beauty more clear than 
it was before, by selective painting. 


TRANSPORTATION 

A train ride can be a new exper- 
fence. How about a trip to Iil., 
or to Ind., camp overnight at a 
G.S. cabin and home again. 

While discovering about aircraft, 
perhaps a short scenic flight could 
be arranged. 

Maybe a boating expedition, horse 
n' buggy, or hayride would suit 
your grils. Speaking of horses - 
now's the time to work up enthusiasm 
for horse-back riding at camp. If 
you are planning a spring trip to 
a state park-how about a horse ride 
while you're there.

Construction of the new home headquarters for our Council officially got underway 
on Tuesday afternoon, May 1, 1973 with a groundbreaking ceremony at the building 
site in the Fairbanks Park along the Wabash River in Terre Haute. 

"This event reflects today's vision and tomorrow's world for the Girl Scouts," 
observed Mrs. Edward T. Turner, Jr. (Phyllis), who is currently in her third year 
as Council president. 

A two-level building will be constructed with a structure design to compliment 

the natural park setting and provide a river view. The plans provide for a build- 
ing 38 feet wide and 72 feet long containing 2,736 square feet on each level. The 
upper level will provide for a volunteer center and staff services. The lower 
level will contain a kitchenette, multi-purpose conference-activity room and a 
storage-utility room. The storage and utility room will have a entrance at grade 
level so that materials can be taken into the lower area without using the stairs. 
Plans also call for a rough-sawn cedar siding exterior, residential-type hip roof 
and wood deck around the upper level facing the river. The building will be low 
maintenance. Girl Scout families are encouraged to watch progress of the construc- 
tion by driving through Fairbanks Park. Watch the Spanner for an important announ- 
cement in the near future. 

John T. Newlin, Council vice president, is serving as chairman of the building 
committee and Mrs. Ewing H. Miller, Cadette troop leader, is the design architect. 
Frank L. Johnson and Sons Development Co., is the project contractor and Archonics 
Corporation will provide the architectural supervision. The Council has a 99 year 
lease on the land site with the Terre Haute Park Department at $1-per-year.

TAKE-AWAY BLEACH PICTURES 


The materials needed are 

colored construction paper, cupful 
of liquid bleach, spoon, old brush 
of paper straw for spreading bleach. 

Select a brightly-colored piece 
of construction paper, placing it in 
front of you on a table. Scoop up a 
little bleach with a spoon or on a 
brush. Drop the bledch onto your 
colored paper and immediately spread 
the blob around by brushing it or 
pushing it out with a spoon. Be 
careful of your clothes. For fun 
you can use a paper straw to blow 
at the drops of bleach. The force 
of your blowing will scatter the 
bleach in all directions, making 
long, fine lines. Within seconds, 
you will see the colored paper 
begin to fade and all the original 
color of the paper wet by the bleach 
will disappear. Delicate lines, 
which look like twigs, and grass 
result from this technique. Use 
ordinary crayons or a laundry pen 
to accent here and there!

Halloween Masks From Balloons 
It's always a good idea to know how 


to construct a mask. There are times 
whe you get tired of being the same 
old self; put on a mask and be some- 
one else. First, bluow up a balloon 
to face size. Fasten the end closed 
with a rubber band. Then cut or 

tear newspaper into strips about 1-2" 
wide. Allow these strips to soften 
in liquid starch for at least 10 min. 
Pick out a single strip of newspaper 
and paste it to your balloon. Add 
more of these strips, one by one, 
pasting them in the same directions 
as the first strip, until the balloon 
1s covered. Paste on 3 more layers 
of newspaper strip by strip. Each 
time you add a new layer, change the 
direction of the strips. This gives 
your mask strength. After you build 
up 4 newspaper layers add 2 more 

made from strips of paper towels. 
These 2 layers will give you a smooth 
finish for painting step. Allow this 
6 layered balloon to dry for at least 
2-3 days. When it feels dry, release 
the rubber band and the shriveled 
balloon will drop out. Then pencil 

a line around the starched shell 

form to divide it into equal halves. 
Cut along this quide line with scis- 
Sors, You'll now have 2 oval shapes; 
each of these can become a mask. It 
It's up to you to fashion a person- 
ality for your mask. You can shape 
the features with narrow strips of 
Starch-soaked paper towels. Build 

Up eyes, noses, horns, teeth, lips, 
ears, or hats...it's up to you. 

Allow the masks to dry once more, 

and then paint with poster paints. 
The final steps are to cut slits for 
seeing through the eyes and punctur- 
Ing tiny holes, at the earline, to 


attach strings for holding the mask 
on. Good luck!

Brownies - Tips for Just You! 
Apple Santa Claus - a fat apple 
Santa Claus makes a fine Christmas 
decoration or table centerpiece. 
Use a large red apple for the body, 
add arms and legs made of cran- 
berries pushed onto toothpicks. 

Add a head of clay, or a mixture of 
equal parts of flour and salt mixed 
with water to a doughy consistency. 
Glue a colored Santa face to the 
front and add a cap made of a red 
ribbon belt and clove buttons. 

Pine-Cone Candie Holders - Cut 
off enough of the pointed end of a 
large cone to make room for the 
candle in place with melted wax. 
Insert a doughnut-shaped piece of 
aluminum foil as a decoration, before 
you put the candle in place.  Deco- 
rate the cone with paint or glitter. 
If necessary, saw off the bottom 
of the cone to make it flat. You 
may also glue the cone to a square 
or round painted wooden base, or 
set it in a shallow plaster-filled 
jar lid. Make a floating candle 
holder by gluing a small candie 
to the center of a half-inch thick 
section sqwed from a fairly large 
cone. Glue the cone section to a 
circular piece of painted wood. 

Set the candle afloat in a bowl of 
water.

Game from another Land 


Water Sprite - There is an old 


Chinese superstition that after 

the rainy season, sprites or spirits 
live in the middle of the rivers 
and streams, and people passing 
along the banks might be lured by 
them into the water. One of the 
group is chosen to be the water 
Sprite. The remaining players 

are divided into two equal groups. 
Each group forms a straight line 
facing the other with a wide space 
between them. This space repre- 
sents the river. The Water Sprite 
stands in the middle of the river 
and motions one of the players on 
one side. That player in turn 
motions to one of the players on 
These two 
players try to exchange places by 
running through the river. The 
Water Sprite tries to tag one of 
them before he reaches the opposite 
river bank. If he fails, he tries 
again. If he succeeds, that player 
becomes the Water Sprite.

CITY STREET GEOLOGY TRIP 


Armed with a bit of knowledge. a 
magnifying glass and an alert ob- 
serving mind, we have all we need. 
Without going far and without spenc- 
ing a dime, an experience that will 
be treasured can be crowded into 
one fun-packed hour. 


Begin right where you are, on the 
sidewalk. Is it man-made recently 
of concrete or is it one of sand- 
stone formed years ago? Take a look 
at the gravel driveway. Is it com- 
posed of slag, or is it composed of 
little round pebbles of quartz and 
other rock fragments? What are your 
City's curbstones composed of? Are 
they sandstone, concrete or granite? 
Thus, without having to stray from 
our own block, we can learn about 
many materials. 


Now let's move further along and 
explore building materials. Do you 
see any limestone building blocks? 


Do you see any bags of sand? It 
Will be mixed with cement to pour 
in foundations of some buildings.

Diamonds from Africa 
Opals from Mexico, etc. In a hard- 
Ware window are products made from 
Iron, copper, aluminum, tin and 
chromi um.

They're right 
here in this lump of coal, in the 
oil we put into our cars or the gas 
With which we cook our dinner.

reverence. It is an opportunity for 
the girls to express their serious 
thoughts and deeper feelings.

The girls will 
have suggestions - the meaning of 
the Girl Scout Promise, a favorite 
poem, one or all of the law parts, 
inspiration in the beauty and won- 
ders of nature,.relationships to 
other people, etc. 


After the central idea has been 
agreed upon, the girls need to se- 
lect suitable materials to develop 
it. There are stories, poetry, 
music, legends, pictures to name 
a few.

TISSUE TRICKS 


With just a few materials and a 
little time, you can make beautiful 
designs to use as wrapping paper or 
to decorate your room. You will 
need: 

White tissue paper 

Small bowls 

Food coloring 
Water 

Teaspoon for stirring 
Lots of old newspaper 


Wear an apron or smock when you do 
this, to protect your clothes. 

Cover your work area and the floor 
around it with at least two layers 
of newspaper. But don't use all your 
newspaper, because you'll need some 
later. 

Use each food color to make a bowl 
of dye by mixing a few drops of the 
color with some water in a bowl. To 
make more colors, mix red and yellow 
to make orange, red and blue to make 
purple. 

Take a sheet of white tissue paper 
and fold it in half, then in half 
again. Keep on folding this way se- 
veral times or fold in triangles, 
until the piece of tissue is rather 
small. 

Dip one corner or edge of the folded 
tissue part way into one of the bowls 
of dye. Don't leave it in very long, 
or the tissue will be completely 
colored. Take it out of the dye and 
press it between two folded-up pieces 
of newspaper to remove extra dye. In 
the same way, dye other corners or 
edges in different colors. Try to 
leave some white areas. 

When you have colored as much of 
the tissue as you want, unfold it 
very carefully (wet tissue tears 
easily), and spread it out to dry 
on a sheet of newspaper. You will 
be surprised at the many different 
designs you can make this way!

February 22 is the day set aside 
for Girl Scouts and Girl Guides a- 
round the world to honor the Founder 
and the World Chief Guide, Lord and 
Lady Baden-Powell and for thinking 
of sister members in other lands. 
It is also their birthday. 


When a girl gives to the Juliette 
Low World Friendship Fund, she is 
helping to support the four world 
centers. These are OUR CABANA in 
Mexico, OUR CHALET in Switzerland, 
OLAVE HOUSE in England, and SANGAM 
in India. These centers are places 
where guides and scouts can meet, 
get to know each other, and share 
talents and abilities. 
When a U.S.A. Girl Scout goes a- 
broad, she is partially financed by 
this fund and when a Guide or Scout 
from another country comes to the 
United States, she is partially 
financed by this fund. 
Girls use many ways to determine the 
amount of money they donate to the 
Fund which is traditionally collect- 
ed between February 22 and Girl 
Scout Week. (Although ít may be 
collected at any time.) Some of the 
ways the money is collected are: 
a. penny per year of age 
b. penny per inch around waist 
c. nickel ver shoe size 
Troops will want to devise their own 
special celebration on THINKING DAY 
Some will make and send greeting 
cards to other countries, 
- OR - 
Hold an international party with 
decorations and refreshments, games, 
etc. of another country, 
SER 
See slides and/or movies (usually 
available at libraries, and some 
at the Scout office), 
OR. 
Find someone in your own community 
who has lived in another country 
and ask that person to be a guest 
at a troop meeting or special "hap- 
pening." 
There are many ways of helping 
THINKING DAY become a GREAT Think- 
ing Day. Share your ideas so others 
may enjoy and learn.

USED POSTAGE STAMPS 


Since its establishment in 1965 
by the International Federation 
of Former Scouts and Guides, the 
Stamp Bank scheme has put about 
$8,900. into a Development Fund, 
the greater part to be used to 
further the movement in develop- 
ing countries. 

The Stamp Bank welcomes all 
stamps, on or off paper, provided 
they are not torn, thinned, 
stained, or missing perforation. 
Picture stamps draw a much higher 
price than others. To remove 
stamps from paper, soak them in 
water for a few minutes. After 
some time, the stamps will sink 
to the bottom. They should then 
be rinsed quickly in cold water 
and placed on paper to dry jT pre- 
ferably with light pressure on 
top. 

Common stamps should be separ- 
ated and packed, picture side up, 
by country if possible. The un- 
common ones should be placed 
together in a separate package. 
To prevent damage in transit, 
arrange stamps in plastic bags 
before packing them in a box or 
envelope. Mark the outside of 
the parcel "Used Postage Stamps" 
and send (duty-free) to:

Fredrikstad, Norway.

Dancing Dolls 


String cranberries on thin wire, bent 
to form figures. Tie a small pin to 
the end of 2 ft. length of black 
thread. Pinch the pin into top of 
dancer's head and jiggle thread to 
make dancer perform.

A fat apple Santa Claus makes a fine 
Christmas decoration or table center- 
piece. Use a large red apple for the 
body, add arms and legs made of cran- 
berries pushed onto toothpicks. Add 
a head of clay, or a mixture of equal 
parts of flour and salt mixed with 
water to a doughy consistency. Glue 
a colored Santa face to the front and 
add a cap made of a red ribbon, belt 
and clove buttons. 


Gift Wrap 

Make gift wrapping paper using kit- 
chen utensils such as potato masher, 
wooden salad fork, spice cans, salt 
shaker, etc. Put down a pad of 
newspapers. Place a sheet of tissue 
Paper over the newspapers. Press 
printing object down firmly on stamp 
pad and press inked surface on tis- 
sue paper. Stamp whole paper. When 
wrapping packages, place a sheet of 
white shelf paper under tissue paper 
to make designs stand out. 


Girl Scout Banks 

Large economy size jars make ideal 
banks for children in nursery schools, 
disabled children, or those in chil- 
dren's home.

How about exploring with paper 
and scissors this month? Here's 
a simple project that your girls 
may find intriguing. Twisted 
strips of paper made into rings 
have some unexpected properties. 
Let's see what they are. 

You'll need typing paper or 
something similiar, scissors, a 
broad tip marker, and tape. 

Have your girls cut a couple 
of one inch strips of paper about 
ll inches long. Fasten the ends 
of the first strip together with 
tape to make a ring. Tape across 
the full width of the strip. 
Next, take the second strip and 
turn one end over, then fasten 
the two ends together as you did 
with the ring. It will look like 
a ring with a twist in it. This 
figure is called a Mobius strip. 

Now let the troop members 
explore the differences between 
the ring and the Mobius strip. 
They may feel a bit like magi- 
cians before they finish. 

First of all, have your girls 
make a line along the middle of 
the strips in the following way.

strip. Have your girls compare the 
two figures and observe the diffe- 
rences. The ring should have a 
line all around the outside; the 
inside will be clear. The ring has 
two sides. The Mobius strip, how- 
ever, will have a line all the way 
around. There will be no inside 
without a line. The Mobius strip 
has only one side: 

Repeat the above experiment with 
the girls marking the edge of the 
ring and the Mobius strip. How 
many edges are marked on each one? 

Now let your girls explore what 
happens when the figures are "cut 
in two." Have the girls punch a 
hole in the ring and cut along the 
middle line that they drew earlier. 
There should be two separate rings 
each about ł inch wide, formed 
from the original ring. Perhaps 
they would like to try guessing 
what will happen when they cut the 
Mobius strip in a similar way. 

They may be fascinated to find that 
they have created one large twist- 
ed figure. How many sides does 

the figure have? How many edges? 
Again the girls might like to spe- 
culate about what happens if they 
cut this last figure around the 
middle. (they'll make two inter- 
twined strips.) 

This time have your girls try 
cutting a new Mobius strip into 
thirds. What do they think will 
happen? Have them punch a hole 
in the Mobius strip about 1/3 of 
the distance from the edge of the

strip and continue cut- 

ting at the same dis- 

tance from the edge un- 
til they return to the 
beginning. They should 
be surprised, after 
they've cut around the 
figure once, to find 
that they are cutting 
parallel to the first 
part of the cut. Don't 
let them cut across the 
center of the strip. 
When they finally reach 
the point where they 
started, the strip will 
break away into two in- 
tertwined figures. 
There will be a large 
twisted figure and a 
small strip interlocked 
with it. How many sides 
and edges do each of 
these pieces have? 

Your girls might en- 
joy exploring addition- | 
al cuts and markings on 
their own. They might | 
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also make additional 
figures putting two or 
three twists into the 
strips instead of one. 
Can they describe what 
they have observed? 

The Mobius strip was 
first discussed mathe- 
matically in the early 
1800's by August Mobius 
a German mathematician. 
We make practical use 
of this figure today in 
a number of ways.

We hear a great 
deal today about many dif- 
ferent sources of energy in- 
cluding wind power, geother- 
mal power, nuclear energy and 
solar energy. 

Solar energy is surely one 
with which Girl Scouts can 
become better acquainted. Our 
experiment this month may help 
girls understand why people 
are excited about solar ener- 
gy and also why it is some- 
times so difficult to use. 

Girls have felt the heat 
of the sun on their back, have 
seen blacktop pavement melt 
in the summer sun, and have 
gotten into a warm car on a 
cold sunny day. Can they 
think of other examples of 
solar heating? Let's explore 
one way to demonstrate this 
type of heating. We will use 
a shoebox, a sunny window and 
a thermometer. 

Put the shoebox, without 
the cover, in the sunshine. 
Prop up the box with a short 
Side resting on the floor in 
the sunshine. Turn it so 
that the opening is facing 
the sun and so there is no 
shadow in the box except near 
the bottom end. As the sun 
moves you'll have to change 


the box position. Put the 
thermometer in the box at the 
bottom end so that the sun 
isn't shining directly on it. 
Check the temperature of the 
box after a few minutes. Now 
our project is to see what 
can be done to get the great- 
est increase in temperature 
inside the box. Here are a 
few suggestions. 

l. Cover the front opening 
with clear plastic or glass. 
Does it help to seal the edge? 

2. Line the box with dif- 
ferent colors of construction 
paper. What color is best? 

3. Place a sheet of alumi- 
num foil or a mirror on the 
floor in front of the box to 
reflect additional sunlight 
into the box. 

4. Make a shield of alumi- 
num foil and put it around 
the front edge of the box to 
reflect sunlight into the box. 

5. Insulate the box, per- 
haps with styrofoam, fiber- 
glass, layers of newspapers 
or other materials that girls 
suggest. 

6. Try anything else the 
girls think might help to col- 
lect the sun's energy to in- 
crease the box temperature. 
Girl Scout fathers may have 
some good ideas! 

Observe the temperature as 
you try these experiments. 
Read the thermometer in place 
and be sure to allow enough 
time for the temperature to 

stabilize after each change.

best. Girl Scouts 
have just designed 
a solar collector! 
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Your girls might like to 
try their new solar collec- 
tor outdoors. Have them 
check the air temperature 
and then see how much of a 
temperature increase they can 
get in their solar collector. 
Does the time of day make a 
difference? 

The girls should think 
about what will happen to 
their solar collector when 
the sun sets or the day be- 
comes cloudy. How can they 
maintain the temperature 
when there is no sunshine? 
When the sun shines again they 
could try filling their box 
half full of black dirt, dark 
pebbles or black marbles. 
Again, Girl Scout fathers may 
have other ideas about how to 
store the heat. Storing heat 
from the sun, to use when 
there is no sun, is a major 
problem in the use of solar 
energy. 

Keep track of the number 
of days in a week or month 
that the solar collector 
could be used effectively. 
How many hours in each day 
can it be used? The results 
may be dismal if we have a 
rainy week or two. Climate 
must be taken into account 
when planning the effective 
use of solar energy. 

If the girls are interested 
after doing their shoebox 
research, you can arrange for 
them to see a solar energy 
system in actual use. There 
is a new home in Terre Haute 
heated with solar energy. It 
is located at 101 Southglen 
Drive in Woodgate East Sub- 
division off U.S. 41, south 
of Honey Creek Square. If 
you would like to tour the. 
home and see the solar equip- 
ment, Scout leaders should 
call Bob Power after working 
hours at 812-898-2322. When 
you visit, be sure to note the 
size of the solar collectors.

TRAINING PROCEDURES 
1. Read training descriptions. 


2. Locate specific training in which you are interested on the calendar pages. 
(Please note trainings may be offered at different times and locations -- 
be sure to locate the ones that most interest you.) 


3. Pre-registration allows the trainer to better prepare for the group with 
which she will be working. All pre-registrations should reach the Council 
office at lease one week prior to the scheduled training date. 


4. Fill out and return pre-registration form to the Council office. 
5. If a training fee is required, please send a check with your pre-registration. 


Training fees are non-refundable. Make checks payable to the Covered Bridge 
Girl Scout Council. The specific dollar amount will be listed with the training. 


6. Some trainings have limited space, therefore to assure your enrollment, please 
register early. 


7. If after pre-registering you find you will be unable to attend a training, 
please contact the Council office to cancel your registration. 


8. Trainings will be cancelled if sufficient number of pre-registrations have not 
been received one week prior to scheduled date. 


9. If it is necessary to cancel or change a session, only those pre-registered will 
be notified. 


10. If training session is conducted over lunch time, please bring a sack lunch. 


TRAINING DESCRIPTIONS 


BASIC ORIENTATION - for all new leaders. An introduction to Girl Scouting. Covers 
the fundamentals of a leader's job, the purpose of Girl Scouts, the program 
emphases, troop management, and resources. At least one week before training, 
leader should obtain copies of books appropriate to her troop level. These books 
should be obtained from the last troop leader. If this is not possible, contact 
your neighborhood chairwoman, staff field director, or Council office. 


REFRESHER BASIC ORIENTATION - for adults who have previously participated in BASIC 
ORIENTATION and now feel the need to "refresh" their learning. Updates in council 
policies and procedures will be discussed along with some reminders of the old 
stand bys. 


BROWNIE LEADER WORKSHOP - for leaders of Brownie troops. Covers Brownie patch 
program, planning for the troop, and principles of Girl Scouting. Bring same 
books as referred to in BASIC ORIENTATION. 


JUNIOR LEADER WORKSHOP - for leaders of Junior troops. Covers Junior badges and 
signs, planning balanced programs, and principles of Girl Scouting. Bring same 
books as referred to in BASIC ORIENTATION. 


CADETTE AND SENIOR WORKSHOP - for Cadette and Senior leaders. Covers the older 
girl programs -- "You Make the Difference", "Let's Make it Happen", and "From 
Dreams to Reality". Bring same books referred to in BASIC ORIENTATION. 


BROWNIE/JUNIOR/CADETTE & SENIOR GAB SESSIONS - for any leader. These workshops 
are planned to give leaders a chance to share their concerns and ideas with one 
another. Be sure to bring any items you may have done to share along with your 


questions. 


BADGE WORKSHOP - for all Junior leaders. A workshop to help Junior leaders answer 
specific badge questions. Bring your badge book along with your list of questions. 


TROOP CAMP TRAINING - for all leaders who want to take their girls for overnight 
camping. This workshop is held in two parts -- one 2-3 hour planning session and 
the overnight camping. You must attend BOTH sessions -- the planning session and 
its respective overnight. Cost of food and supplies for TROOP CAMP TRAINING is 
$5.00 per person. Please send fee with your pre-registration. Registration 


number is limited. 


COVERED BRIDGE Council Policy states: "Any troop going troop camping must have 
at least one adult with the troop who has completed the Council Troop Camping 
course or its equivalent -- verify with the Council Program Director." 


BACKPACK TRAINING - for any adult who has completed ACA Advanced Campcrafter 
Training or its equivalent -- verify with the Council Program Director. 

This workshop will be held in several sessions. Session 1 is the only one 
listed in the training schedule; additional session times and dates will be 
determined at first session. Specific details will be mailed to registered 
participants. Registration fee is $8.00 to cover cost of food. Please send 
fee with your registration. 

FOREST FUN - for all adults. Learn how to share with children special ways of 
exploring and learning to care for the environment. Included will be a variety 
of activities to help us discover, understand, and appreciate several concepts 
of ecology. Dress for out-of-door "play". Bring a sack lunch. 


CRAFT WORKSHOP - for all adults. Learn a new craft to teach others. Be sure to 
bring your ideas to share with others. Fee for this training is indicated with 
the training. Please send fee with your pre-registration. 


SONG WORKSHOP - for any leader who wants help learning some Girl Scout songs. A 
variety of songs will be included. Bring your tape recorder. 


PUPPET WORKSHOP - for all adults. Construct a puppet for use in your troop. Bring 
scissors with you along with a short story or poem. 


SOMETHING UP YOUR SLEEVE ~ for all adults. This training will give you some ideas 
to help fill in when your meeting gets over 15 minutes early, the speaker is 20 


minutes late, etc. 


WHAT TO DO INSTEAD OF SCREAMING - for all adults. This workshop is based on Myra 


Nagel's book of the same name. The trainer will share some of the ideas and 


highlights of the book. The book is available at the Council headquarters for 
$3.00 each. 

ARE YOU LISTENING? - for all adults. A workshop to help you test your listening 
skills. It will help to make you more aware of what can get in the way of your 
listening ability. 


NEIGHBORHOOD SERVICE TEAM TRAINING - for all service team members. Covers job 


responsibilities, how to work together and resources available to help. 


COVERED BRIDGE GIRL SCOUT ADULT TRAINING RECOGNITION PIN 


All registered adults may earn and purchase a Covered Bridge Girl Scout Training 
Pin. In addition, they may earn color coded bar segments as their training path 


grows. 


The Covered Bridge Pin must be earned first. Bar segments may be earned in any 


number and order. 


REQUIREMENTS 


Covered Dridge Girl Scout Training Pin -- This pin signifies a basic understanding 
of Girl Scouting and your adult role in it. It is earned by attending both an 
orientation training plus a program level workshop. Experienced leaders may earn 
this pin by attending both a Refresher basic Orientation session (or a new job 
orientation) and a special program workshop (or a new level workshop). Examples 
of a new job orientation are: Neighborhood Service Team Training, Session 1 of 
Day Camp Directors Training, Board Orientation, etc.) [Examples of special program 


workshops are: songs, crafts, folk dancing, ceremonies, etc. 


Color Coded bar Segments 


Green Lar - This bar signifies understanding of Girl Scouting; it may be earned 
by participation in additional orientation sessions. 


Multi-Colored Bar - This bar's colors represent the five vorlds of Girl Scouting; 
it may be earned by attending a program workshop, i.e. songs, games, crafts, folk 
dancinp, ceremonies, etc. 


Gold Bar - This bar signifies the World of Out-of-doors; it may be earned by 
attending an outdoor training, i.e. Outdoor Skills, Troop Camp Training, ACA, 


Forest Fun, etc. 
Blue Bar - This tar signifies the World of People and interpersonal relationships; 
it may be earned by attending a "people" training, one dealing with better under- 


standing of personal relationships, i.e. Vhat to do Instead of Screaming, Are You 
Listening?, parenting workshops, etc. This training may or may not be Girl Scout 


Sponsored. 


The training committee and the Training Director vill be responsible for decisions 
regarding the earning of this recopnition. 


After requirements have been completed, pins and/or bars may be purchased at the 
Council Headquarters.

Girl Scouts of the U.S.A. has always been 
concerned about the safety of children. The 
"Safe & Sound at Home Alone" program was de- 
signed to meet the needs of Brownie and Junior 
Girl Scouts who are spending a period of time 
at home alone or with younger children in the 
family. The information is also useful for 
girls who are temporarily being cared for by 
an adult unfamiliar with their particular 
household and their family rules. 


Girls can do the activities alone, in 
troops with leader guidance, or with their 
families. Leaders might also enlist the aid 


of community people - the police or fire de- 
partment, American Red Cross, parent-teacher 
organizations, block organizations, or relig- 
ious groups - to help girls learn about and 
carry out the various activities. Cadette and 
Senior Girl Scouts who are working on interest 
projects, challenges, and service projects 
could also provide assistance. 

The Program Committee hopes your troop 
chooses to participate in these projects. They 
are designed to educate girls in personal 
safety, and to develop the skills children 
need to feel secure. It gives children the 
opportunity to spend time meaningfully when 
they are on their own. 

Troops who complete the "Safe & Sound at 
Home Alone" program will be listed as a "Safe- 
Key Troop" in the March 1985 Spanner.

By now, you have most likely received, at a neighborhood meet- 
ing, a copy of the 75 Outstanding Women booklet. The booklets include the women's name, 
occupation, address and a brief message intended for the girls. Below are examples of how 
you may use the booklets with your troop: 


1. Incorporate one of the meaningful messages in an investiture/rededication ceremony. 
2. A Scout's Own would be an appropriate time for one or more of the messages to be read. 


3. One of the many beautiful messages could be easily incorporated in your troop's or 
neighborhood's bridging ceremony. 


4. Invite one or more of the women as guest speakers for a Career Discovery evening or af- 
ternoon. 


5. Make arrangements with one of the women to take your troop on a field trip to their of- 
fice or business. 


6. Older girls may want to make arrangements to "shadow" one of the women's careers. 

7. Some of the women may be a good resource if you are working on such badges as: Active 
Citizen, Around the Town, Girl Scouting Everywhere, Business Wise, Science Around Town, 
and Careers. 

8. The women may be helpful if your Cadette/Senior troop is working on such interest pro- 


jects as: Managing Stress, Reading, Tune Into Well-Being, The Law, Leadership, Career 
Exploration, and Entrepreneurship. 


TAXPAYER I.D. NUMBERS REQUIRED 


FOR DEPENDENTS 


As a result of the Tax Reform Act of 1986, 
a taxpayer claiming a dependent who is at 
least 5 years old must include that depen- 
dent's taxpayer identification number on 
the taxpayer's return. For most 
individuals, this number is the 
individual's social security number. This 
new law is effective beginning with 1987 
tax returns. 


If the dependent has a social security num- 
ber, but the taxpayer does not know what it 
is, the taxpayer should contact a local 
Social Security Administration office. 


To get a social security number, a 
dependent must have evidence of 1) date of 
birth; 2) U.S. Citizenship or legal alien 
status; and, 3) identity. A public, hospi- 
tal, or religious birth record is generally 
sufficient for the first two items. A 
school record and certain other documents 
can be used for proof of identity. For 
more information, taxpayers may ask at any 
Social Security Administration office for 
the free leaflet, Applying for a Social 
Security Number.
